If you like 
your muffins crusty outside and 
moist within you may use 5 table- 
spoons melted shortening. 

Fruited Bran Muffins 


Cut fine 1 cup dates and com- 
bine with 2/3 cup boiling water. 
Let stand five minutes and add 1 
cup whole bran cereal. Sift and 
measure 1 cup flour and resift 
with % teaspoon salt and 3% tea- 
spoons baking vder. Add 1 beat- 
en egg, 3 tab ons melted but- 
ter and 1/3 c.. molasses to the 
bran mixture.
